Applicants' representative suggested amending independent claim 9 to include the limitation that the thickness of the 
dispersion layer is between 1 micron and 1 mm (from dependent claims 10 and 11). Applicants' representative pointed 
out that in the Yokozowa reference, the thickness of the layer was 200nm. It was argued that this is patentably distinct 
from the instant claims because there in no motivation or suggestion to change the thickness to this greater amount 
because in the electronics technology of the reference films are typically much thinner than that claimed. The Examiner 
stated that this amendment appeared to overcome the rejection, but that no agrement as to patentabilty was made and 
that the ultimate determination of patentability would be made when the amendment was filed . 
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
